THE FUNCTION OF APPENDIX. 

In the Fifth Health Questionnaire 
which we recently conducted in this 
column the first of the 10 questions 
was “What is the function of the ap- 
pendix?” 

In a total of 930 answers sent in by 
readers, 354 gave the correct answer, 
17¢ gave no answer to that question, 
181 gave wrong answers, and 239 gave 
facetious or humorous answers. 

The appendix in man has no known 
function now. It may have been a 
part of the digestive tract in man at 
some remote time in the past, but 
at present it serves no purpose, even 
in early infancy. Certain other struc- 
tures that have lost or are in process 
of losing their usefulness, their func- 
tion, are the tonsils, the wisdom teeth, 


the gall bladder and the muscles that 
wiggle the ears. From the type of 
tissue composing the tonsils we may 
reasonably assume that these bodies, 
along with the pharyngeal or third 
tonsil, commonly known as the ade- 
noid body, may still contribute toward 
defense against infections entering by 
way of digestive or respiratory tracts, 
at least in infancy and early child- 
hood. But in adults the tonsils serve 
no such purpose, we must acknowl- 
edge on the same _ ground, for the 
tonsils of adults are not composed of 
the peculiar adenoid or round cell 
tissue, but mainly of fibrous tissue, 
which is merely a kind of framework, 
trellis or scaffolding for actual repair 
tissue to grow on or for actually func- 
tioning cells. 

Quite a number of readers who gave 
wrong answers to the question .be- 
trayed their fondness for hokum litera- 
ture, by which I mean the plausible 
suggestions or theories set forth by 
innumerable cult or fad healers or 
self-commended health experts, usually

After 
the mail order boys had established 
the funny idea on a paying basis, 
some of the drugless healers took it 
up and worked it into their appeals 
to prospects. 

I have always enjoyed a chuckle at 
this oil can idea, though never so 
much as I do now that I have lost 
my appendix. Still, I know it is no 
laughing matter, to a victim who has 
succeeded in evading instruction in 
elementary human physiology while 
exposed to education. I can and do 
believe that such an unfortunate, on

Self- 
reliance and qualities of leadership would be taught by allowing 
captains and players to campaign their games. Too much stress 
is placed upon the coach, and not enough on the game. 


tempted to coach from the side lines or to send in substitutes. The dis- 
placement of the captain by the coach has left the captain with an empty 
title, and no complete responsibility resting either with him or with his 
team. When the team takes the field the captain should be in supreme 
command and nobody from the side lines should have anything to do 
with it.” 

All of this has been quite obvious. Football is supposed to 
develop initiative and quick thinking among the students who 
play it. How can there be any initiative when all the moves of 
a team in action are directed by a professional coach? I have 
asked this question myself many times before, and the answers 
have been particularly evasive. 


Any coach will tell you that it would be dangerous to leave the 
initiative in such 2 crucial matter as a football game to the judgment of a 
captain or a mere group of students. They would be sure to do the wrong 
thing in the stress of conflict and would forget all that they had been 
taught. To which one might retort, “What of it?’”? which would place 
one in the light of regarding a serious matter, such as intercollegiate foot- 
ball has become, with unseemly levity. 

I heard a discussion of this point at a football coaches’ meeting some 
years ago. Mr. Tad Jones, who was then actively engaged in coaching 
Yale, rose in the meeting and said, “I think that it would be a good idea 
if we would agree upon letting the teams absolutely alone once the whis- 
tle blows. 

“We are not supposed to coach the teams while they are 

in the field, but you know that we all do it. My idea is for us 

to agree to cut it out in future.” 

There was an oppressive silence in the meeting. 
coaches were aStonished by the frankness—or should we say naivete?— 
of Mr. Jones, of Yale. Mut the silence was broken by Mr. Gilmour Dobie 
of Cornell. He rose, a fine frenzy gleaming in his eyes. 

“The football game,” said Mr. Dobie, “‘is more than a mere contest 
between two teams. It is a contest between all the resources of the col- 
leges involved. Everything that a college has should go into the game.

The voice of Mr. Dobie became more and more impassioned 
as he continued. All the other coaches maintained a solemn 
silence and all of them seemed to feel that it was a very awk- 
ward subject to be brought up at a coaches’ meeting just at a 
time when it seemed that a pleasant time was being had by all.

The Prof and the Coach.
